The Town of Pelham’s 2016 approved Operating Budget is $13,513,992. 

The Town generates revenues from user fees and charges in the amount of $2,450,681 reducing 
the amount required from the taxation to $11,063,311. 

Your tax bill reflects approximately 49% for the Niagara Region,17% for Education and 
34% for the Town portion.

2016 Water & Wastewater Budget 

For a third year in a row, the Town of Pelham 
froze water and wastewater rates for residents. 
The Town’s careful management of the 
water system (including meter replacements, 
infrastructure upgrades and continued system 
audits) helps offset the Region’s 3.2% water and 
1.8% wastewater rate increases. 

Pelham’s water rates are based on a fixed 
charge component and rate-for-consumption- 
usage.This methodology benefits those who 
conserve water and ensures infrastructure 
sustainability (repairs, replacements, renewals).
